BLAINE SPEAKS. 


Hto Long-Promised Utterance on 


the Presidential Contest. 


LETTERS OF ACCEPTANCE REVIEWED. 


Hon Jumn O Elotne 


Mr Cleveland's letter is subjected to 


searching criticism 
Mr Blame finds 


;hat In greater measure than Mr Har- 
rlson'a, It departs from the platform of 
ils party, in fact that "Mr Cleveland 
las made tho platform upon whieh he 


now before the people" and that 


'Mr Cleveland's departures from the 
Millions of his party's platform on the 
question of free trade confirms the im- 
iression which has been general that 
large proportion of the democratic 


party believes m protection e-in some 
orm " 


Mr Blaine makes caustic comment 


upon Mr Cleveland's utterances on the 
lurrency and the state banks 
He up- 


lolds the republican policy of granting 
iberal pensions to the veterans of the 
war 
On this point he says "The 


amount we contribute towardgpensions 
s larger than the amount paid by any 
of the European nation* for a standing 
army 
Surely the binding up of the 


woundo of a past war is more merciful 
and honorable work than is preparing 
the country for a new one " 


Tbe most remarkable thing in the 
•residential canvas* of 1898, Mr Blaine 
regard* as "the manner in which in 
some sections of the country all other 
ssues have been put out of sight, and 
ihe force bill alone brought into prora- 
neuoe" 


He compliments Mr Dana, of the, 


New York Sun, the author of this 
mllcy, upon his zeal and ability in 
ichieving this result The representa- 
ilous made as to the purpose and the 
effect of the force bill, however, he de- 
clares to be inconsistent with the spirit 
of President Harrison's letter 


Mr Slaine is full and explicit In hi* 


treatment of the subject of reciprocity, 
claiming that a material increase has 
wen caused in United State* trade by 
reciprocal treaties with the islands and 
countries of America, and particularly" 
jy the treaties made with European 
iountries. Mr Blaine quotes interest- 
ng figures in relation to the Increase 
of trade with the Leeward and Wind- 
ward Islands and Cuba, and he predicts 
In relation to Cuba that "We shall con- 
quer by commerce far better than by 
force of armies, and cordially establish 
such mutual Interests between Cuba 
and this country that commercially the 
two countries will be one " 


Mr Blaine, dealing with the claim of 


the democratic party to be-the Jeffer- 
lonlan party, says 
"It would surprise 


Jefferson, If he could once more-appear 
n the flesh, to learn that he is held as 
ndoner of all the principles toA meas- 
ares. advocated by the democratic party 
to-day 
It is perhaps not worth while 


to enter into any elaborate argument 
an the subject, but the democracy owes 
oo 
little 
of It* success to 
the 


persistence with 
which its adher- 


ents have mode their disciples believe 
this pretention through all muta- 
tions 
of 
their 
party 
It

qnally true, it may be supposed, when 
Mr Buchanan, a confirmed federalist, 


* the president-elect of the democ- 


racy, though it is well known that the 
object of Mr Jefferson's most intense

Jefferson on any subject was directly 
the reverse of the democratic position; 
he is duly quoted at the next conven- 
tion, and a new oath of allegiance 11* 
taken to hl« principles.

B la action in 1807 When lie 
declined to recommend the repeal or 
alteration of the revenue law, after a 
eurplu* of •U.OOO.eao had been accumu- 
lated, puts him in the sharpest eon- 


trast to Mr. Cleveland, who In hi* term 
al office, treated the surplus accumu- 
lated a* the sum of All villainies." 


In conclusion Mr. Blaine call* stten- 


'tlon to the essential agreement of the 
twp parties on the great majority of 
Issue*. ""It is interesting and sug- 
gestive," he says, "to look over the 
platform of the two parties and see 
how much alike they ore In several 
vital measures after the real and 
divisive issues hare been stated. If 
iSartlej would aim to discover and 
define those subject* on whieh there Is 
a vital difference of opinion and would 
confine discussion to those issne*, it 
would not only simplify the contest 
and be a welcome relief to the candi- 
dates, but would also greatly help in 
arriving at the truth, which la the ulti- 
mate object of popular discussion and 
pupular elections."

change for the worse in Mrs. Harri- 
son's condition, and a more serio%s one 
than any that has occurred, set In this 
morning at 10 o'clock. As the church 
bells began to ring the watchers at the 
bedside began to be aware of one of 
those sinking spells that have brought 
the patient so low. From this relapse 
there was no rally as on previous occa- 
sions, but the decline of the vital force 
perceptibly though gradually contin- 
ued throughout the day The presi- 
dent, who never left her bedside all 
day, was joined In his sad watch by 
other near members of the family. 
None ventured outside the White House 
doors, either for church or any other 
purpose 


The sufferer lay all the time pn her 


right aide, too weak to cough one of 
many Indications that the end could 
not be far away, motionless since the 
early morning, except for a alight nerv- 
ous twitching, consequent upon the ex- 
treme nervous prostration, which in her 
case hoi been more pronounced than is 
eustomary in tubercular disease 
It 


was apparent to the physicians that the 


ivity of the plnera was again filling 


with water, which in time will stop the 
action of the heart, and that an opera 
Jon such as that they performed at 
Loon Lake to relieve the watery pres- 
sure wa» utterly out of the question, 
because of the enfeebled condition of 
the patient

All that could be done to alleviate 


ihe sufferings of the Invalid was done 
tiy the physicians and nurse, but thai 
was very little.

the patient lay barely conscious except 
at brief intervals through the long

In the evening Dr Gardner, the at- 


tending physician, sold the end might 
occur at any moment The probability 
was that death would coma painlessly 
by the stoppage of the heart's action, 
9ut a paroxysm of coughing might pre- 
cipitate the crisis at any time Noti- 
ng but the wonderful vitality which 
Mrs. Harrison shared with other mem- 
bers of the Scott family—her father, 04 
years old, who is at her bedside—

Mrs. Harrison's chamber is in the

rison in carrying on the duties of her 
arduous position, it was noticed that 
al though she had formerly been a very 
fait walker she seldom set foot to the 
ground then, and from being one of 
the most regular of church goers,

1890-91 she had the grip.

Chilian Fu, in China, bring terrible ac- 
counts of the loss of life and property 
caused by the breaking of the banks of

China's Sorrow " It is estimated that 


the flooded district is 150 miles lone by 
thirty miles wide, and that over 60,000 
people have been drowned and that 
fully 1,000 000 will starve to death un- 
less the Chinese government furnishes 
them food from now until next spring 
These figures furnish some Idea of the 
enormity of the calamity.by which in a 
•ingle village the whole Ion at Johns- 
town is surpassed. 


The work of strengthening the em- 


bankment of the river was poorly done 
three years ago, and the high water 
this season swept away the dykes as 
thr-tgh they were made of straw In 
several districts the water Is fifteen 
feet deep, and whole families are 
perched on the roofs of their houses.

NEW YOBK, Oct. 24 —A new disease, 


contagious and fatal, has reached this

P. Cann arrived off Quarantine Satur- 
day, 170 days out from Hollo, and re- 
ported that two deaths from the dls- 
ease had occurred en route

•hip arrived at Norfolk, Va . the first 
mate and seven men who were stricken 
with befl-berl were put ashore and 
sent to the hospital.

disease on board. The Cann Is laden 
with sugar and tea, and makes the 
third vessel which has reached this port 
in the past four weoks on which deaths 
from this 'Ha**** have been reported 
The disease li said to rotemble yellow 
fever somewhat, bat It It more fatal 


The Cann will be deUined at Quar- 


antine 
and thoroughly disinfected, 


while stringent measures will be 
adopted to cope with the disease from 
other vessels arriving from the fever- 
stricken Japanese ports.

His Long-Promised Utterance on 


the Presidential Contest. 


LETTERS OF ACCEPTANCE REVIEWED. 


The Force Bill—Mr. Dana Compli- 


mented—The Benefits of Rectproo 


ity—Which Is the Jeflersonisn .

NEW YOBK, Oct 24—Mr Hlalne's

Mr Elaine notes the lack of excite- 


ment attending the presidential elec- 
tion, contrasting it with the turmoil of

the consequent 
absorption in vast 


commercial operations, and it may be 
possible that it indicates a subsidence 
in the future of extreme partisanship 


Mr Blaine gives special attention to 


the letters of the presidential candi- 
dates. Of President Harrison's letter 
ne says, among other things, that "per- 
baps none of his predecessors has made 
so exhaustive and cleai presentation of 
bhe questions involved " 


Hon Jarnn O Elaine 


Mr Cleveland's letter is subjected to 


searching criticism Mr Blame finds 
that in greater measure than Mr Har- 
rison's, it departs from the platform of 
lis party, in fact that "Mr Cleveland 
>as made the platform upon whieh he 
s now before the people " and that 
'Mr Cleveland's departures from the 
weitions of his party's platform on the 
question of free trade confirms the im- 
kression which has been general that 
i large proportion of the democratic 
»rty believes in protection e-in some 
orm " 


Mr Blaine makes caustic comment 


upon Mr Cleveland's utterances on the 
currency and the state banks 
He up- 


lolds the republican policy of granting 
iberal pensions to the veterans of the 
war 
On this point he says "The 


amount we contribute towardgpensions 
s larger than the amount paid by any 
of the European nations for a standing 
army 
Surely the binding up of the 


wonsdn of a past war is more merciful 
and honorable work than is preparing 


e country for a new one " 
The most remarkable thing in the 


presidential canvass of 1898, Mr Blaine 
regards as "the manner in which In 
some sections of the country all other 
ssues have been put out of sight, and 
Ihe force bill alone brought into prora- 
nenoe" 


He compliments Mr Dana, of the 


New York Sun, the author of this 
jollcy, upon his zeal and ability in 
tchieving this result The representa- 
tions made as to the purpose and the 
effect of the force bill, however, he de- 
clares to be inconsistent with the spirit 
of President Harrison's letter 


Mr Blaine is full and explicit In his 


treatment of the subject of reciprocity, 
claiming that a material increase has 
jeen caused in United States trade by 
reciprocal treaties with the islands and 
countries of America, and particularly1* 
9y the treaties made with European 
ionntriea. Mr Blaine quotes interest- 
ng figures in relation to the increase 
of trade with the Leeward and Wind- 
ward Islands and Cuba, and he predicts 
n relation to Cuba that "We shall con- 
quer by commerce far better than by 
force of armies, and cordially establish 
such mutual Interests between Cuba 
and this country that commercially the 
two countries will be one " 


Mr Blaine, dealing with the claim of 


the democratic party to be-the Jeffer- 
lonian party, says "It would surprise 
Jefferson, if h« could once more-appear 
In the flesh, to learn that he is held as 
indoner of all the principles aid meas- 
ares. advocated by the democratic party 
to-day 
It is perhaps not worth while 


to enter Into any elaborate argument 
an the subject, but the democracy owes

tenacity with which Jefferson held to

country. His action in 1807 When he 
declined to recommend the repeal or 
alteration of the revenue law, after a 
surplus of »14,000,MO had been accumu- 
lated, puts him in the sharpest con- 


trast to Mr. Cleveland, who in his term 
al office, treated the surplus accumu- 
lated as the sum of All villainies." 


In conclusion Mr. Blaine calls atten- 


'tlon to the. essential agreement of the 
two parties on the great majority of 
Issues. ~"It is interesting and sug- 
gestive," he says, "to look over the 
platform of the two parties and see 
how much alike they are In several 
vital measures after the real and 
divisive Issues have been stated. If 
parties would aim to discover and 
define those subject* on which there is 
a vital difference of opinion and would 
confine discussion to those lames, it 
would not only simplify the contest 
and be a welcome relief to the candi- 
dates, but would also greatly help in 
arriving at the truth, which Is the ulti- 
mate object of popular discussion and 
papular elections."

morning at 10 o'clock. As the church 
bells began to ring the watchers at the 
bedside began to be aware of one of 
those sinking spells that have brought 
the patient so low. From this relapse 
there was no rally as on previous occa- 
sions, but the decline of the vital force 
perceptibly though gradually contin- 
ued throughout the day The presi- 
dent, who never left her bedside all 
day, was joined in his sad watch by 
other near members of the family.

feet deep, and whole families are 
perched on the roofs of their houses. 
Only the most substantial structures 
resist the action of the water, the ma- 
jority of the houses crumbling away 
and carrying the wretched people to 
death

A New Contagious and Fatal Disease. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24 —A new disease, 


contagious and fatal, has reached this 
port, causing much alarm among the 
health authorities at Ruarantine The 
disease is imported from Japan, where 
it Is known as beri-beri. The bark B 
P. Gann arrived off Quarantine Satur- 
day, 
1TO days out from Hollo, and re- 


ported that two deaths from the dis- 
ease had occurred en route 
When the 


•hip arrived at Norfolk, Va . the first 
mate and seven men who were stricken 
with berl-beri were put ashore and 
sent to the hospital. 


The disease Is unknown here The 


authorities are at a loss how <x> handle 
it should other ships follow with the 
disease on board. The Cann Is laden 
with sugar and tea, and makes the 
third vessel which has reached this port 
in the past four weeks on which deaths 
from this tllMMn have been reported

antine 
and thoroughly disinfected, 


while stringent measures will be 
adopted to cope with the disease from 
other vessels arriving from the fever- 
stricken Japanese ports.

empty freight cars to make hard work 
for the. wreck crew, wh'icb was in charge 
of Cbea. Needbam and H. F. Honghton 
Tbe loaded oars contained tinware, corn 
and merchandise—way freight. It was 
an ugly looking wreck bnt the total dam- 
age was not aa gnat as tome of t he spec- 
tators ttjonght, 
Tbe two engines, were 


but slightly damaged. One of the rail- 
way men said .$2,000 would put both in 
good shape. Their numbers are 389 and 
27. Tbe freight can, excepting the iron 
work, are a total loss. They cost 8450 
each. The value of the merchandise in 
the cars cannot ue estimated.
